The verdict was handed down 
in the case of an Israeli Jewish 
naval officer, an atheist, mar­ 
ried to a Christian Scots wom­ 
an. who had demanded the state 
register his children as Jewish 
citizens. Fnder Jewish law. a 
child takes the religion of his 
mother. 


The 5 to 4 verdict of Israel's 
Supreme Court was reached aft­ 
er a year of deliberation. It 
could have a wide effect on the 
future course of the Jewish 
state. 


The ruling orders Israel’s In­ 
terior Ministry to inscribe the 
children, on their compulsory 
identity cards as follows: 
Nationality: Jewish 
Religion: None

mid-CO s, the forecasts said.

until they .do away with the 
board.” he said. 
Moran noted that nonpayment 
of tolls was a misdemeanor. 
Supervisor Michael Womum. 
a member of the bridge board, 
said the association could pro­ 
vide the board with “ needed ad­ 
vice and guidance.” But he add­ 
ed that the only alternative to 
higher tolls to finance transit 
was through property taxes. 
Congestion is caused by com­ 
muters. and the solution should 
be paid for by the users of the 
bridge, he argued. 
He also urged commuters to 
attend the meeting of the bridge 
board’s transportation commit­ 
tee at 8 p m. on Feb. 5 in the 
Civic Center. The meeting was 
set to explain the district’s 
transit plans to the public. 
The host of speakers differed 
on what to do about the toll 
hike, but generally agreed it 
should be fought. 
The direction of the associa­ 
tion’s attack “ will take some 
form” at the next meeting, Mor­ 
an said. His urging that dona­ 
tion' be made to pay for the as­ 
sociation's activities brought a 
p r o m p t flood of cash and 
checks. 
Leonoudaki* said, “ we’re not 
a bunch of ogres, but if you 
don’t want us, can us and devel­ 
op your own transit program.” 
But he noted that a 1967 state 
study of the Marin-San Francis­ 
co crossing s u g g e s t e d that 
transit be financed by hiking 
one-way tolls to 30 or 50 cents. 
Rail transit simply is not fin- 
a n c i a 11 y feasible at present. 
Leonoudakis explained, adding 
that its minimum cost would be 
$600 million. “ And I ’m not sure 
Marin wants what a sophisticat­ 
ed transit system would bring 
you—a glorious lot of people,”he 
said. 
Joe F. Jimenez Jr., adminis­ 
trative assistant to Sen. John F. 
McCarthy, R-San Rafael, said 
the senator still lavored dissolu­ 
tion of the bridge district. Jime­ 
nez promised to get the legisla­ 
t e counsel to determine if the 
1969 law conflicted with the 1923 
bridge act. (The 1969 law. as is 
all legislation, 
was reviewed 
last year by the legislative 
counsel—whose otiiee checks ail 
bills.» 
Moran said the second meet­ 
ing would be held before the 
bridge committee's meeting on 
Feb 5.

particularly automobile manu­ 
facturers. 
Specifically, Reagan proposed 
that: 
—Every new car sold in Cali­ 
fornia be certified that its smog 
controls are effective and work­ 
ing. A dealer could be prosecut­ 
ed for false certification. Cali­ 
fornia Highway P a t r o l m e n 
would randomly check the vehi­ 
cles. The bill’s author is Sen. 
Lewis F. Sherman, R-Berkeley. 
—The state Air Resources 
Board develop a “ practical” 
method of testing all cars, as- 
semblyline style, starting with 
1972 models. 
—The state Air Resources 
Board be empowered to “ signif­ 
icantly alter” chemical compo­ 
sition of gasoline. One bill would 
regulate the olefins (hydrocar­ 
bons» in gasoline sold in the Los 
Angeles-South Coast Basin. Re­ 
agan said this proposal alone 
would reduce auto smog by 10 
per cent. The author is Assem­ 
blyman Peter F. Schabarum, 
R-Covina. 
—An “ attractive incentive” be 
offered firms to convert their 
automobile fleets to e n g i n e s 
using both regular gasoline and 
compressed natural gas. Re­ 
agan suggested reducing the tax 
on natural gas from seven to 
three cents on a v o l u m e 
comparable to a gallon. The au­ 
thor is Schabarum. 
—Special license plates be 
sold by the state with all reve- 
i nue being channeled into the 
smog fight. If only two per cent 
of m o t o r i s t s purchased the 
plates. Reagan said, S3 8 million 
could be raised. The bill is being 
carried by Sen. Milton Marks, 
R-San Francisco. 
—Air pollution control dis­ 
tricts be r e q u i r e d in each 
county. They would be directed 
to file an anti-smog plan by July 
1. 1971. The author is Assembly­ 
man Don Mulford, R-Piedmont. 
—Open burning be banned at 
private dumps, auto wrecking 
yards and industrial dumps; 
combustible refuse not be per­ 
mitted to be burned in open 
fires except at family resi­ 
dences; and air pollution dis­ 
tricts devise a plan to phase out 
all open burning. The author is 
Sen. Fred Marler, R-Redding. 
—The state, w o r k i n g with 
electric utilities, be required to 
develop a 20-year master plan 
for locating power generating 
facilities where they would have 
“ the least adverse effect on the 
environment ” The bill is car­ 
r i e d by Assemblyman John 
Briggs. R-Fullerton. 
Some of the legislation al­ 
ready ha- been introduced. 
Reagan called it ” the most 
comprehensive and far-reaching 
omnibus clean air law to battle 
smog ever proposed by state or 
nation.” 
He summarized it in a two- 
minute “ report to the people” 
made available to California tel­ 
evision stations.

Tourism Survey 
Goals Outlined 


A total of 3.192,000 visitors 
jammed state and n a t i o n a l 
parks in Marin County last 
year, Mgr. Carroll A. Snyker of 
the Marin County Chamber of 
Commerce and Visitors Bureau 
declared last night. 
He gave his report at a meet­ 
ing of the tourism subcommittee 
■of the City-Coun.ty P l a n n i n g 
Council with officials of Eco­ 
nomic Research Associates at 
the Civic Center. 
The Point Reyes National Sea- 
short drew 973.000 visitors last 
year, and 1.250.000 art1 expected 
to visit the seashore this year, 
said Snyker. 
T h e tourism subcommittee, 
headed bv Carney J. Campion, 
met with Herbert Holley and 
Robert Shedlock of Economic 
Research Associates of Los An­ 


geles. which will conduct a 
$12.500 study on Marin tourism. 


Campion outlined these ques­ 
tions which he hopes the study 
will answer: 


What is the current market 
for v i s i t o r attraction; from 
where do the visitors come? 
What is the county’s growth out­ 
look; what are the needs and 
wants of potential tourists; what 
is the local sentiment about the 
visitor 
industry development; 
how does Marin's drawing pow­ 
er compare with other parts of 
the Bay Area? and how do we 
sell what we have to offer? 
The $12.500 study, which is 
I federally funded, is expected to 
be completed this fall.

Thing> have begun stirring for the 
A p r i l 14 municipal elections which 
will be held in all of Marin s cities ex­ 
cept Mann, as well as in Cotati. Roh­ 
nert Park, and Sonoma. 
The ice was broken this week with 
announcement by W i 11 i a ni H. Lieb. 
rancher and businessman, that he will 
seek election to the Novato City Coun­ 
cil. Other announcements may now be 
expected to follow fairly rapidly. 
This s o r \ e s to turn attention to 
some extent away from the more dis­ 
tant June primary, which is already 
getting crowded with candidates and 
ballot measures. 


THE MUNICIPAL elections are of 
local interest only. But they should he 
of equal or greater interest in each 
city than the priman 
which, alter 
all. is not often decisive since the abol­ 
ition of cross-filing. 
It is m the municipal elections «and 
in the school board elections in the 
odd-numbered years) that the individ­ 
ual voter really comes into his own. In 
these there is no q u e s t i o n of every 
man's vote being equal. No supreme 
court decision is necessary to assure it. 
Also, each vote counts heavily. 
How heavily each vote counts often 
b e c o m e s apparent. For instance, in 
1966 Adelaide P. Wilson was elected 
to the Fairfax City Council by the mar­ 
gin of just one vote. 


THERE IS MORE to the city elec­ 
tions than voting, though. There is a 
need to get good candidates into the 
field. 
Here, too. the municipal elections 
provide examples of true democracy 
at work. To run for the United States 
Senate or House of Representatives, 
for the California Legislature, or even

A candi­ 
date who feels capable and is willing 
to make his own campaign has a good 
chance to win election. Civic organiza­ 
tions usually provide him a forum 
as does this newspaper, insofar as pos­ 
sible. A few friends are sufficient to 
help him in his doorbell-ringing, dis­ 
tribute the small amount of campaign 
literature needed, p e r h a p s put up 
some campaign posters.

Marks Offers Series Of Bills 
To Provide Aid To Elderly

SACRAMENTO - (CNS) 
Elderly citizens of California 
have at least one champion in 
the state legislature. This is 
Milton Marks, R-San Francis­ 
co, who has introduced a pack­ 
age of measures to provide 
these elderly c i t i z e n s , who 
number alx>ut 18 million, with 
tax relief and other benefits. 
His bill is intended to ex­ 
pand the senior citizens tax as­ 
sistance law. allow homeown­ 
ers to postpone payment of 
property taxes, give tax cred 
its to elderly renters, and pre­ 
vent California from das.-ify-

Ilis second bill, he said, 
would provide a system of per­ 
sonal income tax credits for 
persons 65 years of age or old­ 
er who rent homes. 


“ It is the elderly renter who 
has been forgotten complete­ 
ly,” he said. My plan will give 
him an amount comparable Xo 
the home-owners’ property tax 
exemption, and this includes 
the elderly renter who pays lit­ 
tle or no tax because his in­ 
come is negligible. 
STILL ANOTHER measure 
in the package would allow el­ 
derly 
homeowners 
with 
in­ 
comes below $5.000 a year to 
p o s t p o n e payment of their 
property taxes until the prop­ 
erty is transferred, or until 
they die 
The plan is optional. It is 
similar to a bill Marks intro­ 
duced last year, which passed 
the Senate but was stailed in 
the Assembly during the clos­ 
ing days of the session. 
The tourth measure allows 
persons receiving social secu­ 
rity to get the full benefit of 
the $7.50 increase in 1967, and 
also the latest 15 per cent in­ 
crease. 
“ Social security increases,” 
said Marks, “ were intended to 
help senior citizens with the 
spiraling cost of living. My bill 
will prohibit any deduction of 
social security increases from 
state public assistance pay­ 
ments." 
Marks also has another mea­ 
sure. 
introduced during the 
first week of the 1970 session. 
This is Senate Constitutional 
Amendment 1. which would al­ 
low the legislature to asses 
homes at a lower ratio than 
other property. This would ap­ 
ply to all ol Xhe population, not 
just the elderly, and is another 
shot at property tax relief.

Moscow Busy Making Friends 


-But Also Making Enemies

WASHINGTON — The Soviet 
L nion Ls unusually busy 
both cultivating friends and 
making enemies. 
1 
Moscow is in harmoni­ 
ous negotiation w ith the United 
States on the nuclear arms 
race and in hostile negotiation 
with 
the Chinese over the 
Sino-Soviet order claims. 
2 — Peking and Washington 
harmoniously r e s u m e diplo­ 
matic contacts in Warsaw aft­ 
er a two-year break, and the 
Russians angrily criticize Red 
China and the United States 
for it. 
3 - - The 1'mted States re­ 
turns a nuclear-free Okinawa 
to Japan, and Moscow sees the 
United States and Japan there­ 
by preparing “ imperialist ag­ 
gression." 
4 
The Japanese move to­ 
ward expanding peaceful rela­ 
tions with China, and the Rus­ 
sians brand it an unfriendly 
act. 
THE SOVIET UNION has 
good incentives for better rela­ 
tions with Japan. It wants Ja ­ 
pan as an ally to counterbal­ 
ance its bad relations with 
China. It wants Japanese ec­ 
onomic help to develop miner­ 
al resources in Siberia. It sees 
.Japan's burgeoning economy 
and figures that a nation so 
strong economically will soon 
become powerful militarily. 
But Moscow is stymied in 
part by its own past actions. 
Japan very much wants to get 
back two Russian-held islands 
in the Kurile chain, an issue 
left unsettled at the end of 
Word War II. 
The Russian leaders shrink 
from this because once they 
v irld one inch of acquired ter­ 
ritory it would set off an ex­ 
plosive chain of territorial de­ 
mands from other countries 
parts ot which Moscow has 
seized 
Moscow can .see tiiat 
its 
projects of improving rela­ 
tions with Japan are dim, if it 
can’t satisfy the Japanese de­ 
mand for return of the islands 
All of the Japanese political 
parties are at one on this is­ 
sue. and the Marxist-leaning 
Japanese Socialist Party is the 
most militant of all, demand­ 
ing even the return of all the 
Kurile Lslands and Southern 


Sakhalin as well 
But it is evident that Mos­ 
cow cannot do the little thing- 
most needed to achieve a ma 
jor foreign-poliey goal because 
it does not now dare risk the 
consequences elsewhere. 
The Soviet Union seized ter­ 
ritory from Finland. Poland. 
Czechoslovakia and Romania 
If Moscow gives back bits of 
territory to Japan, can it treat 
its friendly neighbors in East­ 
ern Europe less generously? 
IT IS UNDERSTANDABLE 
that the Kremlin would like 
the United States to be at 
odds with Red China at a time 
w hen Moscow is also. U.S. 1 or- 
eigli p o l i c y won’t always 
please Moscow, any more than 
Soviet foreign policy will al­ 
ways please the United States 
There seems little validity in 
the view of former I N Am- 
b a s s a d o r Arthur Goldberg 
who. alter being a strong ad 
vocate of improving relations 
with Red China, now contends 
it is bad to do so because the 
Kremlin doesn't like it 
There are strong 
reasons 
why it i- desirable for the 
peace of the world to demon 
strafe that the United States 
does not intend to be an al!\ ol 
cither Moscow or Peking in 
their war-laden 
border chs 
putes. 
The Warsaw talks between 
the Chinese and American am 
bassadors are not a new U.S 
policy. They mark a resump­ 
tion of talks broken off by Pe 
king. They are not directed 
against any country. 
THE SOVIET UNION seeks 
to maintain orderly diplomatic 
relations with non-Communist 
countries. It is equally sensible 
that the I mted States should 
develop orderly relations with 
Communist countries 
\mbassador Goldberg sag 
gests that any friendly ges 
tures by the United States to 
ward 
Red China might so 
oil end Moscow as to endanger 
the nuclear arms talks. 
If that is a logical v iew, then 
he should argue that Russian 
aid to Cuba might so offend 
the United States as to endan­ 
ger the arms talks. 
That isn’t the way the Rus­ 
sians do b u s i n e s s. Neither 
should w’e.

Dr. Jean Mayer in a recent 
interview with the publication 
Psychology Today, said among 
other things that it is “ the 
spread of wealth that threatens 
the environment." 
Mayer’s reasoning was lhat 
the 
rich are 
increasing in 
number and they thus occupy 
more space and move around 
much more than less affluent 
folks. 
To 
follow 
Mayer's 
projection, the increasing num­ 
ber of rich are responsible for 
increasing pollution of water, 
air and land—apparently as the 
magnates 
and 
their 
little 
magnates race around in their 
yachts, jot planes and high- 
powered automobiles. 
BY THIS reasoning, a poor 
guy in a one-bedroom apart­ 
ment is far less a pollution 
threat than a millionaire with 
a large estate, lour cars and 
a private plane. 
Obviously the White House

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Now that the last packing 
boxes have disappeared from 
the new Jail of Justice, and 
the myriad of employees there 
have pretty much found their

the cafeteria and rest rooms 1. 
a certain settling in is occur­ 
ring. 


Most everyone seems pretty 
happy with the new quarters 
except for complaints about 
the walking 
A couple of de­ 
partments are full of gripes — 
particularly probation and the 
county 
clerk's office, 
which 
seemed to have been pretty 
short-changed on space. 


There is muttering about that 
ever present and ever-growing 
cancer — the welfare depart­ 
ment < officially known as De­ 
partment of Public Social Ser­ 
vices) which seems to occupy 
as much space as everyone 
else put together. 


T H E R F A R E TWO groups 
of people, however, how really 
dislike the new quarters — but 
who are not able to voice their 
complaints very loudly. 


First are the San Quentin 
prisoners who used to look for­ 
ward to their court appear­ 
ances

“ They got to ride through 
town, look at the girls and sec 
the people at the courthouse." 
''aid a guard the other day. 
Now the inmates are shunted 
up through the jail entrance, 
through a prisoners’ corridor 
and down to holding cells off 
the courtrooms 
not much of 
an outing for anyone. 


Maybe their dissatisfaction J 
with the new setup will lead 
them to request fewer court 
appearances 
— 
certainly 
a 
saving for taxpayers. 


TH E OTHER dissidents are 
the county jail's population. 
Despite 
bleeding-heart 
de­ 
scriptions of the old jail as a 
terrible dungeon, the inmates 
liked it better than the new 
one because they had the run 
of the whole jail. 


Now theey are confined in 
six-man cell blocks for the 
most part and miss their for­ 
mer comparative freedom, ac­ 
cording to jail officials. 


MOST STRIKIN G in coming 
from the Hall of Justice into 
the administration building is 


the 
shining 
cleanliness 
and 
quiet calm that reigns there. 


In the older building a few 
employees walk quietly down 
the halls 
along with nicely 
dressed housewives and their 
children heading for the li­ 
brary. 


The Hall of Justice, howev­ 
er, presents a much more IIo- 
gavthian scene. 
Here hippies change their 
babies diapers on top of the 
lovely 
new 
leather 
benches 
and defendants’ families eat 
lunch in the halls. Young traf­ 
fic offenders have been seen to 
walk along the planters and 
most people prefer to stamp 
out 
cigarettes 
on 
the 
tiled 
floors rather than in the doz­ 
ens of cigarette urns which 
are usually full of coffee cups. 
\LL OF THIS informal ac­ 
tivity 
doesn't 
faze 
architect 
Aaron Green at all. He says. 
"I think it's marvelous.” The 
building is designed to take 
this kind of treatment, he said. 
The maintenance people are 
not so cheerful, however, as 
they say they are sweeping 
the main corridors three times 
a day in an effort to keep 
them free of cigarette butts.

Alternatives Under Study 
In Creek Floodoing Control 


For at least part of C'orte Ma­ 
dera Creek, flood control may 
not mean a concrete channel 
and destruction of the natural 
creek bed. 


A study now under way by 
consulting engineer Milton Hu- 
dis is to determine whether res­ 
ervoirs and diversion culverts 
can supplement the creek's ca­ 
pacity so the concrete channel 
proposed by the Army Corps of 
Engineers will not be needed. 
Hudis 
tod the Ross 
Town 
Council Flood Advisory Board 
Wednesday that three proposed 
dam sites will not be enough in 
themselves. He will now evalu­ 
ate possible combinations of the 
reservoir sites with proposed 
culverts under Ross streets, de­ 
ported executive secretary Phil­ 
ip B Lygrn. 


The bypass system is being 
studied for Phase 3B of the 
flood control project, which will 
carry the project from the Ross 
Post Office to the lir Francis 
Drake Boulevard bridge near 
San Anselmo. The $2,500 is fi­ 
nanced by Marin County, Ross. 
San Anselmo and the Ross Val­ 
ley Flood Control District. 
The proposed reservoirs are 
Phoenix Lake and two existing 
reservoirs, one west of Fairfax 
and north of Drake Boulevard, 
and one on San Anselmo Creek 
near Cascade Creek. 
The proposed culverts would 
go 
under 
Drake 
Boulevard, 
Shady Lane and Sylvan Lane. 
The Ross advisory board also 
beard a report from William 
Hess. Marin County assistant di­ 
rector of public works, that the 
earliest date for construction to 
start on the project's Phase 
3-A-l will be after June 1. That 
phase will complete the channel 


from College Avenue in Kent- 
iicld to the vicinity of Laurel 
Avenue above College of Marin. 
Hess was not optimistic about 
chances of construction going 
past that point this year. 


The board asked Hess to keep

THE FIRST buck 1 killed was 
a three pointer while hunting 
with “ D” Mclsaae on his ranch 
at Nicasio. I remember the two 
dogs. Judy and Speed, who ran 
the buck to me, and me shoot­ 
ing it. 
The deer were plentiful then 
and are probably more so now . 
Not too long ago the buck kill 
for Marin County was 1.056: last 
year it was 1550 or so With the 
larger cities, the state'parks, 
the Tamalpais Refuge and the' 
National Seashore now closed, 
our deer kill is lower, but the 
total population is still high. 
Tin ranches have contributed 
to this deer population with 
iheir good conservation prac­ 
tices and protection. 
In the 
areas where the ranches are 
sold and people move in. the 
deer populations are down. In­ 
creased population of an area 
brings with it many dogs. Dogs 
and deer just don't mix. As 
long as we have the ranches 
and the watersheds we will have 
deer in good numbers. 
M O U N T A I N LIONS and 
bobcats? Marin County has paid 
a bounty on four lions over the 
last 50 years, so there aren't 
very many it any. Bobcats can 
still be seven, though not many, 
in most areas of the counts. 
Jack rabbits are still fairly 
common, but the little brush 
rabbit is quite scarce. At one 
time brush rabbits by the thou­ 
sands were noted in West Ma­ 
rin. Today, a few are seen along 
some of the brushy roadways. It 
may be that the increased cattle 
grazing generally used up the 
rabbits’ torage. 
Most of our little predaton 
animals are holding their own 
THE DUCKS still ha\e a good 
p o p u l a t i o n probably onh 
through the efforts of Ducks Un­ 
limited whose members have 
been buying the essential breed­ 
ing grounds and improving the 
nesting habitat in Canada and 
the far north. The recent check 
of 2.400 ducks showing that they 
were all ingested with DDT

counts is a danger factor. 
The quail, doves and pigeons 
all seem to be holding their own 
very well. The hunting effort is 
minor on these birds. 
Our birdlife seems to be sta­ 
ble though some species seem to 
be down. I haven’t seen a blue­ 
bird this year, and the absence 
of robins this year has me won­ 
dering 
THE 
(»AM E 
management 
people are worried about the 
hawks, pelicans, murres and 
some other species of birds. 
Let's hope the DDT check will 
bring about improvements in 
their populations. 
The Black Sea Brant popula­ 
tions are -table, but the birds 
now bypass the Marin bays and 
other bays along the California 
coast, flying directly to Mexico. 
The increased use of the bays 
b\ people with boats and motors 
has driven the birds to quieter 
places. 
STRIPED BASS and sturgeon 
seem to bo holding their own, 
though many people will argue 
this point regarding the striper 
populations. They may he right. 
The effects DDT and other pol­ 
lutions will have are as yet un­ 
known. 
The silver salmon and the 
steelhead have been hard hit 
with the construction of Kent 
and Nicasio dams due to the 


loss of much of the spawning 
area. 
POLLl TIONS, siltation and 
other problems an 
increased 
population brings also contribut­ 
ed to the steady downfall of 
these fish. At one time there 
were excellent runs of steelhead 
in Fairfax-San Ansel mo (’reek, 
but no fish as fragile as salmon 
and steelhead can survive the 
continual pollution. Every cul­ 
vert on every street carries re­ 
sidues of oil. gas, disinfectants, 
detergents and insecticides to 
the waterways. How do we stop 
this? 
ALSO. THE increased popula­ 
tions on the shorelines of all our 
bays is bringing about the end 
of our clam populations. San 
Frai.cisco Bay once had a thriv­ 
ing mussel and clam fishery. 
Pollutions involving our septic 
sytems make it dangerous to 
use these shellfish today. 
Bolinas Bay is following the 
same path. The area is now 
posted by the Public Health De­ 
partment. 
T o m a 1 e s Bay is generally 
clean, but increased populations 
with its sewage systems could 
create havoc in a short time. 
Sewage systems even in proper 
working order give olf deposits 
of irert or dormant materials 
which, when they cover a bay 
bottom, force the fishlife and its 
teed to leave the area. And in 
the winter time with things 
flooded, the systems just over­ 
flow. 
LOOKING BACK, it appears 
to be that tougher dog controls 
would help our deer and the 
careful study and use of pesti­ 
cides would help our fish and 
bird life; that the eventual use 
of converted salt water to fresh 
would.solve many problems for 
more and cleaner water, and an 
improved method o! the sewage 
disposal systems is a must if we 
are to u*e our bays.

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What is this 
strike all about? 


For the first time in its 108-year history the 


Independent-Journal is faced with a work stoppage 
by its union employees who belong to San Francis­ 
co Typographical Union No. 21. 
W hat is the strike all about? How did it 


happen? The answers to those questions are not 
simple because it should not have happened. We 
suspect the unions agree with that. 


First of all let's tell you what it is not about. It 


is not about wages. I-J printers and all other union 
employees are paid the prevailing scale of wages 
in the Bay area, one of, if not the highest in the 


United States. The scale of wages was not in dis­ 
pute. In addition, l-J printers participate in a gen­ 
erous voluntary profit-sharing plan never negotiat­ 


ed by the union but voluntarily initiated by the late 


Publisher Roy A. Brown in 1956. 


It is net about hours. It is not about holidays. 
It is not about vacations. It is not about fringe ben- 
efits-health and welfare or pension funds or sick 
leave which have been agreed on and are being 


paid. 
W hat then are the issues on which negotia­ 


tions broke down? 
First is the issue of "reproduction" or "dead- 


horse" or "bogus" as it is variously called. This is a 
practice, dating back to 1872, by which the union 
requires that advertising matter which is supplied 


to the l-J ready for publication must, after publica­ 


tion, be set in type, proofread, corrected, and then 


thrown away. The practice is archaic; it serves no 
useful purpose and is costly; once required in all 


printers' contracts by the I.T.U. general laws, it has 


in the past three years been removed from the 
I.T.U. general laws and made a negotiable item. It 


is universally despised by publisher and printer 
alike. In 1960 I.T.U. international representative 
Joseph Baird of San Francisco made a study of this 


practice for then I.T.U. President Elmer Brown and 
estimated that only 2 to 5 per cent of the locals he 


visited were actually doing "bo gu s" reproduction. 


The l-J made a generous offer of added job 
security based on the elimination of reproduction. 
Although it continues to claim this item is negotia­ 


ble, San Francisco Typographical Union No. 21 
never made a single proposal in negotiations for 


its elimination. 
Second is the matter of appeals from dis­ 


charge. The past practice was that a printer dis­ 


charged for cause had only to appeal to his co­ 
workers at the unit or union local level for rein­ 
statement. Final recourse was to the I.T.U. Execu­ 
tive Council and the I.T.U. convention. The publish­ 


er could plead his case but had no voice in the de­ 
cision. It is sometimes called the "mother-in-law" 
clause because the publisher is in the position of a 


husband appealing to his mother-in-law to settle an 
argument with his wife. It is rapidly disappearing 


from I.T.U. contracts as being both unfair and 


largely unworkable. 
The l-J proposed an appeals procedure simi­ 


lar to that in its other union contracts: Appeal to a 
joint standing committee consisting of representa­ 


tives of both the publisher and the union with the 
discharge to be submitted to 
binding 
impar­ 


tia l arbitration if the joint committee could not re­ 


solve the issue. The union refused to budge and in­ 
sisted on continuing the unfair past practice. 
Third is the procedure for the settlement of 
other grievances. Both the l-J and the union pro­ 


pose that grievances be settled by appeal to a 
joint standing committee representing both publish­ 


er and the union with final recourse to binding ar­ 
bitration. However, the l-J insists that it be entitled, 


as any employer would be,to control the work du r­ 


ing the prompt settlement of 
the grievance; 
the 


union insists that the"status qu o" be maintained. 
Experience has indicated that it usually is not poss­ 


ible during the dispute to agree on what the status 


quo" is. The only union with which the l-J has ever 
had a formal grievance procedure is the typo­ 
graphical union, all other grievances having been 
settled by amicable conferences between repre­ 


sentatives of the publisher and of the other unions. 


Fourth is the issue of the foreman being re­ 


quired to be a member of the union. The National 
Labor Relations Act as confirmed by Federal courts 
says that the foreman is not properly a member of 


the bargaining unit. The courts have ruled that 
while the union may bargain on this issue it may 
not strike because of it. In effect, the union contin­ 


ues to insist on the power to fine or otherwise disci­ 
pline the publisher's representative and supervisor 
the foreman, for carrying out the instructions of the 


publisher. 
There are minor issues which lend themselves 
to settlement by negotiation. 


This then is what has caused the disruption of 
the production and distribution of the Independent- 


Journal and deprived some 60-odd union employ­ 
ees of their regular livelihood. 


How did it happen? 
The l-J's agreement with San Francisco Typo­ 


graphical Union No. 21 
expired November 2, 
1968. Prior to its expiration both the union and the 
publisher made comprehensive proposals. On Sep­ 
tember 1 3 the 
union notified the publisher in writ­ 


ing that as of November 13, 1968, "any agree­ 
ment-written, oral, or implied--or any conditions 
of employment or other understanding now in ef­ 


fect between San Francisco Typographical Union 


No. 21 and the San Rafael Independent-Journai 
will terminate." Shortly after negotiations began 


an impasse was threatened over the issue of repro­ 
duction, and it was agreed to suspend formal ne­ 


gotiations while the publisher's representative and 
the president of the San Francisco local sought a 
mutually acceptable solution to this issue. Frequent 


informal meetings were held between the publish­ 
er's representative, the president of the union lo­ 
cal, and later the international representative of 


the I.T.U. At no time did the union make any pro­ 
posal other than its original one for the settlement 


of this issue. 


At the tenth meeting on March 14, 1969, the 


international representative of the I.T.U. asked the 
publisher's representative to submit a new propos­ 
al, a "best offer" on all unresolved issues. "Let's 
get up to the 5-yard line." The publisher's repre­ 
sentative acceded to the request. 


The Independent-Journal then prepared and 
submitted a new proposal including all items then 


agreed and substantially modifying the proposal 
on unresolved issues. 
On April 29, 1969, this new proposal was 
rejected on 14 points, the union making no coun­ 


terproposal of any kind. It was agreed that an 
impasse in negotiations had been reached, but 
both parties agreed not to close the door finally on 
an attempt to reach a settlement. 


At the request of the union, the publisher's 


representative on June 2, 1969, traveled to the 
international headquarters of the I.T.U. in C olora­ 
do Springs for informal meetings with the interna­ 
tional officers and a formal meeting with the Exec­ 
utive Council and San Francisco union representa 
tives. 


The meetings were amicable, the internation­ 
al officers indicated that all the unresolved issues 
were negotiable, and the union agreed, as re­ 
quired by law, that the publisher could implement 


increases in the scale of wages paid to l-J printers 
to conform to the area scale. 
This acquiesc­ 


ence by the union, which had earlier been refused, 
was confirmed during later negotiations with the 


local committee of the San Francisco union and 


implemented by the l-J. 
Negotiations were resumed and encouraging 


progress was made on minor issues. 
On October 1 7, 1969, the situation began to 


deteriorate. An l-J printer was discharged for 
cause; the union insisted that past appeals prac­ 
tice, which had pertained under the terminated 
contract be followed; and the l-J said that it would 
accept an interim appeals procedure consistent 


with its bargaining position but not the old prac­ 
tice. The I.T.U. international representative then 


said, "The union's position is that the condition for 
any further negotiations is unqualified acceptance 
by the company of all terms of the old contract on 
a day-to-day basis pending the final outcome of 
negotiations." 


The publisher's representative demurred and 
the I.T.U. representative then concluded, "I d o r t 
know of any basis on which to schedule further 


meetings. 
Tne publisher's representative said that he 
was disposed to meet at any time if there is any 
remote possibility of a basis on which to proceed, 
and negotiations were ended. 
At the request of other unions with which the 


l-J had contracts the publisher's representative 


twice met with a committee of the other unions and 
the printers' union. The printers' union rejected 


proposals for interim ground rules both from the 


other unions and from the l-J. 
The publisher's representative met twice more 
with the international representative of the I.T.U. 
and the president of another union who offered to 
serve as a mediator. The meetings were not fruit­ 
ful. The publisher's representative also offered to 
meet with an international vice president of the 
I.T.U. in a last-ditch effort to avoid a strike, but 
this offer was ignored. 
On the evening of January 6, 1970, the Inde­ 
pendent-Journal was informed that the San Fran­ 
cisco printers' union was organizing pickets and 
would picket the l-J the following morning. 


A prompt check of composing room equip­ 
ment revealed that wiring and electronic controls 
had been damaged and that electronic circuitry 
had been sprayed with epoxy. During the night 
tires were slashed on l-J delivery trucks and one 
radiator was smashed. 


The l-J called in executive and supervisory 
personnel and other employees to repair damaged 
equipment. When I.T.U. pickets appeared at the l-J 
at 6:40 the following morning, the l-J proceeded to 
publish the Wednesday, January 7, 1970, edition 
using executive and supervisory personnel and 
other employees. Some union employees reported 
for work, but members of the stereotypers' and 
pressmen s union refused to cross the picket line. 
The 44-page edition was published from 4 to 6 
hours late. 


Some violence occurred when other employ­ 
ees reported for work and when l-J delivery trucks 
left the plant. One delivery truck was later forced 


from the road and damaged with personal injury 
to an occupant. 


On Thursday, January 8, the l-J obtained a 
temporary restraining order limiting picketing and 


forbidding violence and threats of violence. The 
effect of this order was to reduce violence except 


that slashing of tires on l-J trucks and employees' 


cars and threatening phone calls continued. On 
Saturday, January 17, a mass demonstration in 
violation of the restraining order was held at the 
l-J plant. 


The rally finally dissipated, but picketers re­ 
turned to the l-J plant and threatened to prevent 
distribution of the Saturday edition. At the request 


of the police the l-J delayed distribution for more 
than two hours, but it was finally determined to 


start distribution and the police were required 
to restrain unruly picketers. 


Eggs and paint were spread on the building 
and tires were slashed. 


Since the beginning of the strike no attempt 
has been made by officers of the printers' union or 
other unions invoived to initiate discussions de­ 
signed to bring an early halt to the strike. 
l-J publisher Wishard A. Brown has said: "W e 
have full legal rights and moral obligations to con­ 
tinue publishing the Independent-Journal without 
interruption."
